Diablo Communications 


The pressing issue for the repeater group is the equipment and 
antenna installation on Mount Diablo. Both the MDARC board 
and The Rocky Ridge Steering committee have been actively 
pursuing the satisfactory conclusion of this issue. This task has 
not been an easy one. There have been set backs and disap- 
pointments all along the way. Throughout this process, Dick 
Brown, KT6X, and Keith Lattin, N6PMF, have been acting as 
the negotiation committee on behalf of the board. Dick de- 
scribes the status in the two articles originally posted on the 
club’s BBS. 


Status of RRRG repeaters and antenna installation 

by Dick Brown, KT6X 

I am sure as a member of RRRG or MDARC, you are wonder- 
ing what is going on with the plans to put up the antennas on 
the Mt. Diablo tower again. We have not released much infor- 
mation because there is concern that it might jeopardize our 
negotiating position. On the other hand, there has been much 
speculation and some misinformation being passed around. 
Therefore, here is the latest factual information. 


Following our meeting with Diablo Communications in Febru- 
ary regarding the final tower location and antenna combining 
plans we received a letter from Diablo Communications. The 
letter arrived in March from the Marketing Department. It out- 
lined a potential agreement for the club’s antennas but had a 
number of contradictions from previous information we had 
received at the meeting with Diablo Communications and the 
other repeater owners. For the most part it was very confusing 
but it indicated that our rent would be $607 per month. Unfor- 
tunately, the details of what was included in that figure and 
how it was arrived at was not explained. Also, Diablo Commu- 
nications wanted to reserve the right to terminate our contract 
with 30 days notice if they should find a commercial customer 
that wanted the space. This would mean we would have to lose 
our investment in the antennas and their installation cost. This 
of course is unacceptable. Similar letters were received by all 
the repeater owners using Diablo Communications space on 
Mt. Diablo. Some of them also felt that the contract terms 
outlined were unacceptable. 

As requested, we wrote a letter back to Diablo Communica- 
tions indicating we were interested in moving forward with con- 
tract negotiations but need some clarification of items in the 
letter and that some of the proposed terms were unacceptable. 
We asked for a meeting to finalize the plans and contract. 


We received another letter from Diablo Communications which ° 


was unsigned although this was sent from the office of the 
Manager of Operations and proposed a different approach. 
Our cost under that proposal could actually be higher than $600 
per month but was very confusing. It did not answer any of the 
original questions and appears to limit the amount of space all 
the repeater owners would be allowed. This could conceivably 
force us to remove one or more of our repeaters as well. In this 
letter they insisted we attend a meeting on April 19 to resolve 
the issues. We, of course, responded that we will be there. We 
later determined that the letter may not have actually been 
written or approved by the Manager of Operations. 

During this process over the last few weeks Senator Richard 
Rainey became aware of the problems we were facing and is 
very concerned. He wrote a letter to Diablo Communications 


encouraging them to work out a satisfactory solution with Mt. 
Diablo ARC. He feels the State and local communities must 
have the communications support now supplied by MDARC 
both for civic activities as well as potential RACES and ARES 
emergencies. 

There has been much speculation regarding looking for a new 
site for our repeaters. At this point MDARC feels that we must 
remain on Mt. Diablo with 360 degree propagation in order to 
serve the organizations and members we now support with the 
3 voice and one television repeaters. Secondly, we must have 
an agreement that insures that we are not at risk in the short 
run of losing our investment do to market changes affecting 
our landlord. We are still optimistic that a satisfactory arrange- 
ment can be affected with Diablo Communications Inc. and 
our focus is on achieving that end. If it becomes necessary to 
review other alternative sites to meet these needs, it will be 
implemented. 

You can be certain that the RRRG steering Committee and the 
MDARC board want this situation resolved as soon as possible 
but will not compromise the club’s assets or long term viability 
to the community and our members in the process. 

Your help in correcting anyone promulgating non-factual in- 
formation related to all this would be appreciated. 


Status of Repeater Antenna Meeting

I met with Diablo communications on 4/18 and had a good 
meeting where a number of the details were agreed to by all 
attending. At this point we have a satisfactory plan and series 
of agreements that would if implemented would provide us an 
affordable solution to put all of our repeaters back on the tower 
in excellent positions. Representing Diablo Communications 
was their Operations Manager and much of what he agreed to 
has not been finally approved by their management. He .ex- 
pects that will be accomplished by the first week in May with a 
contract to follow immediately. 


1 won’t go into the details at this time because there are several 
assumptions that need to be firmed up before they are com- 
pletely defined.

MDARC Board of Directors 
April 17, 1997 


A special meeting of the boards of MDARC and Rocky Ridge 
Repeater Group was held for the purpose of reviewing the 
current repeater situation and formulating the next strategy. 
The following members were present: Sam Lipson, KO6JR; 
Greg Estep, KE6VTA; Dick Brown, KT6X; Cal Groom, 
KE60EH; Jim Brunk, N6BHX; Bert Dawson, KB7BGM; 
Howard Burk, KE6PPT; Keith Lattin, N6PMF; and Donna 
Cook, KE6PPM. 


Dick, KT6X, updated the group on recent correspondence (letter 
to Sam Lipson, letter from State Senator Rainey to Diablo 
Communications, and status letter written to the club bulletin 
board by Dick) and a meeting about a week ago with Len Pringle. 
There will be another meeting tomorrow, Friday, April 18, in- 
volving our representatives and Diablo Communications. The 
assumptions of the Friday meeting, as outlined in Dick’s agenda, 
are as follow: 

We will not have to pay for the area to be used for the combin- 
ing and duplexing equipment; 

All the remaining ham organizations’ equipment will fit into 
four standard 7-foot cabinets, and all such cabinets are avail- 
able; 


MDARC will be allowed to continue with two cabinets; 
There is enough room in one of our cabinets for another re- 
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In downtown Concord between Willow Pass Road and Concord Blvd. 
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peater, and we would be willing to share 
with someone; 

Diablo Communications will provide a 
contract that assumes we will remain on 
the hill for several years, and there will 
be nothing in the contract forcing us off 
the hill if a commercial customer comes 
along. 

Dick defined the expectations of the com- 
ing meeting: 

All the hams remaining will agree to com- 
bine cabinets or whatever it takes to fit 
into the four allotted spaces; 

An implementation plan with timing will 
be roughly defined; 

The hams will again agree to pay the cost 
owed to Keith for the rebuild of last May; 
Keith and Dick will be committed to bring 
a proposal back to the board and steer- 
ing committee that will have to go to 
membership. 

The purpose of this meeting is to define 
financial commitment and approach for 
the club: 

Is the club willing to pay the expected 
$600 to $750? 

Do we want to reduce the number of 
repeaters in order to reduce our monthly 
bill? 

Is it appropriate for MDARC to pay the 
additional! $5200 per year, rather than 
RRRG members? 

The motion was made, seconded, and 
carried to reimburse Keith Lattin for the 
$809.87 which he spent last May. 

The motion was made, seconded, and 
carried that the MDARC Board of Di- 
rectors support the negotiating team at 
the $5200 price currently under discus- 
sion. The Board does not believe that 
the financial conditions will affect the fee 
structure of RRRG or MDARC at this 
time. To restate and clarify the motion, 
the MDARC Board is supporting the 
negotiating team to the effect that we 
know we will be paying more and we do 
not want the dollar figure at this time to 
be a stumbling block to keeping our re- 
peaters on the hill. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:45 p.m.
